MINUTES OF THE MEETING HELD 
DECEMBER 3, 2013 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:45 
pm and led us in the Pledge to the Flag. We started later 
than usual because first we enjoyed a potluck dinner with 
several entrees including Ken Spindler’s lasagna and a 
HoneyBaked ham the club bought again this year. As in 
previous years, there were also several different types of 
potato salad, plus potatoes au gratin, macaroni salad, 
delicious coleslaw, meatballs in tomato sauce, chocolate 
cake and cookies. 


Ken Spindler told the club that member E.T. Perry, who 
is the treasurer of the College-Rolando branch library, 
looked into whether we can rent the library’s Community 
Room for our meetings. E.T. learned that we can rent 
the room for free since we are a nonprofit organization, 
but we would have to change our meeting nights from the 
first Tuesday to the second Tuesday of the month 
because the room is all booked up on the first Tuesdays. 


Ken checked out the library and found the Community 
room to be very nice and modern, but he stated he has 
been advised that the entire SDSU neighborhood 
becomes highly congested during SDSU events. He also 
said he already received several negative comments 
when he sent the meeting place and date changes 
proposal around to a few club members via e-mail. 
People prefer the ease of reaching the current meeting 
room from different directions. The president asked the 
members at the meeting to comment on this. One 
member walks to our current meeting room in North 
Park, so the move would be a hardship to him. Other 
members have other commitments on the 2nd Tuesday. 
Since Ken needs to know as soon as possible so he can 
sign us up for next year, the president asked for a vote 
on whether to change our meeting place and meeting 
night to use the library instead of continuing at our 
current location. The vote was unanimous for staying at 
the North Park Rec Center Adult Center. 


Ken Spindler gave his treasury report showing a closing 
balance for November of $1,833.10. The report was 
approved as presented. He pointed out that we took in 
$267 from the donation auction in November, and after 
the cash was deposited in the bank a check for this 
amount was mailed to “rafflemeister’” Ginny Bourke so 
she can purchase nice members’ gifts and a participation 
prize for the January 2014 banquet meeting. 


Ken Spindler reminded all that the installation dinner 
will be at Marie Calender’s Restaurant off of Hwy 8 
East at 6950 Alvarado Rd., La Mesa. The time will 
be 5:30 pm. Steve Fahrlender will be our guest 
speaker. His topic will be buffalo nickels. 


Jim Hunt announced that the CSNA Educational 
Symposium will be back in San Diego in 2014. It 
will be held at the Holiday Inn Mission Valley 
Stadium hotel on Murphy Canyon Road off of Aero 
Drive (as it was a few years ago) on Saturday, April 
12. Four speakers have been lined up, but not 
necessarily their topics. He will have more 
information later. 


SHOW & TELL - Mike Shaw displayed a group of 
gold and silver medals awarded to Joseph Dixon. 
Joseph Dixon. Dixon (1799-1869) was an 
outstanding inventor and entrepreneur in his day. 
His specialty was graphite. He was the first mass 
producer of pencils in this country. Mike distributed 
“Dixon Ticonderoga” pencils to all members. One 
of the gold medals was purported to be unique, but 
another of the same type is known to have been 
awarded to someone else. One of the silver medals 
is rarer than the same medal struck in gold. 


Larry Baber brought several medals and other 
souvenirs from the 1914/15 Panama-California 


Exposition held in San Diego and San Francisco. 
One of them was a framed ribbon issued for the 
official “Japan Day.” Larry spoke of the many 
medals issued during the Expo. After Larry showed 
us his items, Ken Spindler announced that if no one 
is planning to create an exhibit on the 1915 Expo for 
2014 Coinarama, Jim Wells has volunteered to 
assemble one using any materials that club members 
are willing to loan him for that purpose, since the 
Council is planning to commemorate the Centennial 
of the Expo with a medal. Larry will consider 
loaning his items and more that he said he still has at 
home. He said there is a 50/50 chance he will be out 
of the country for the next Coinarama. 


Ken Spindler brought the two engraved first-place 
medals and the California Exonumist Society “Best 
of Show” award (a Silver Eagle) that his exhibits 
won at the CSNA coin show in Long Beach 2 
weekends ago. 


Greg Knox announced that the Vatican Library, the 
Bodleian Library at the University of Oxford, and 
Cambridge University all have their numismatic 
collections posted on their websites now. The web 
sites are as follows:

MINUTES OF THE MEETING HELD ON 
FEBRUARY 4, 2014 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 
6:15 pm and led us in the Pledge to the Flag. We 
had no guests.

Valley Stadium, 3805 Murphy Canyon Rd., San 
Diego. The speakers are Albertus Hoogeveen “Boy 
Scouts Exonumia”; Jerry Kleeb “Constantian Silver 


Plate Follis”; Ted Koopman “The Coin Market 
Today” and William D. Hyder “Elder vs. Zerbe: 
Satirical Medals from the 1909 ANA Election”. 


Ginny reported that ANA National Money Show 
would be in Atlanta, Georgia February 27 thru 
March 2. National Coin Week is April 20-26, 
theme; “Coin and Country — Celebrating Civil 
Service” and the World’s Fair of Money will be in 
Chicago, August 5-8. The National Money Show 
will be in Portland, Oregon March 5-7, 2015. 


Kay Lenker reported on the Council meeting. She 
said the new deadline for submitting Coinarama 
medal designs would be the May council meeting. 
Bourse Chairman Steve Fahrlender has mailed the 
dealer applications and is getting a good response. 
Jim Hunt, Exhibit Chairman, announced that Chris 
Dinanno will be his assistant and distributed exhibit 
forms to all interested in displaying. Ginny 
announced that the printing costs of the program 
were close to $1000 last year and so has reluctantly 
raised the price of program club ads to $25 from $20. 
The suggested donation for patrons has also been 
raised from $1 to $2. She distributed a patron sign- 
up list. Ginny made a motion that the club renew its 
ad at a cost of $25. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 


Under old business, Dave Jones presented Jim Wells 
with the Participation Award. He was not at the 
banquet but his name was randomly chosen. 


Jim Wells announced that he plans to compile an 
exhibit for the upcoming 100th Anniversary of the 
1915 Panama Pacific Expo. He would be exhibiting 
it at Coinarama in 2014 and also next year.

SHOW & TELL — Mike Shaw located a scarce US 
Mint medal at the Long Beach Show minted for the 
US Agriculture Society formed in 1852. The Society 
presented a medal as an award yearly but disbanded 
in 1861. His medal was presented in 1860 for the 
Best Iron Safe. 


Jim Wells just received his Lee Kuntz Best-In-Show 
award presented to him at the CSNA convention in 
November. He only got to hold it, then give it back 


for engraving. The silver medal is beautiful and very 
large. The recent Coin World featured a Civil War 
token portraying Yankee Robinson. Jim brought in 
his very own Yankee Robinson token who was a real 
person who traveled all over the U.S. presenting 
shows. When he want south, changed his name to 
something other than Yankee. 


Ken Spindler has been busy buying E-Bay items. He 
was able to purchase some world coin printing plates 
used by Whitman Publishing in their books. They 
were not defaced and Ken was able to find the coins 
in the book that they depicted. He also had many 
coins from France minted during a time when the 
government was desperate for coinage. They 
counterstamped existing coinage with a higher value. 
The people of France were not amused and rioted. 
The history behind these coins is fascinating and this 
is one of Ken’s special loves.

MINUTES OF THE MEETING HELD ON 
MARCH 4, 2014 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 
6:20 p.m. and led the Pledge to the Flag. There was 
no correspondence. Ken Spindler presented the 
Treasurer’s report, noting that during February we 
had received $150 from the Council for our share of 
the 2013 Coinarama profits. Our end-of-the month 
balance was $1,739.70. Ginny Bourke reported that 
the ANA will have their World’s Fair of Money 
show in Rosemont, Illinois August 5-9, 2014. 
National Coin week is April 20-26, 2014, theme 
“Coin & Country: Celebrating Civic Service”. The 
next Heartland coin show will be Saturday May 17. 
She had the 2014 San Diego Coinarama program 
Patron list for the club, for those who missed the 
opportunity to make a donation in February. 
NASC’s Golden State Coin Show will be held 


August 23-24 in Arcadia. The next CSNA Southern 
California show will be held in November. 

Under old business, Mike Shaw asked that our 
meeting time be clarified because there seems to be 
some confusion about it. After discussion, Dorothy 
Baber made a motion that we meet at 6:15, seconded 
by Jim Wells. The motion carried unanimously. 

The president reminded all about the Council club 
members-only coin show on March 22 from 10:00 to 
3:00 at the Bonita-Sunnyside library, being 
sponsored by the Military club. 


Mike Shaw brought in some flyers for the upcoming 
Orders and Medals Society of America show being 
held August 14-17 in Irvine, just off the Jamboree 
Road exit of route 405, at Hotel Irvine (former Hyatt 
Hotel). He stressed that the only day the show is 
open to the public is Saturday, August 16. There 
will be a modest entry fee, but there are dealers and 
collectors from all over the world in attendance, so it 
is a not-to-be missed event. The majority of the 
medals for sale will be wearable medals. Mike 
estimated that only about 10% of medals offered for 
sale will be “table” medals. There will be exhibits in 
addition to a large bourse. 

Ken Spindler reported that the San Diego County 
Fair officials have assigned the coin and stamp clubs 
14 days to man a “demonstration” table during the 
Fair this year. He will have the sign-up sheet for 


volunteers soon. Our dates run between June 18 and 
July 6, which will be the last day of the Fair. This 
| year our dates include 3 Sundays and one Saturday. 
1 Ken will be getting free passes for those who exhibit 
| and work at the Fair. 


SHOW & TELL ~ Ken Spindler brought in an array 
of Confederate items including currency and 
reproductions of coins. He had a Confederate cent 
restrike and several replica Confederate half-dollars. 
The cent was restruck from a transfer die and came 
from the collection of the noted numismatic 
researcher and author John S. Davenport. 

Jim Wells brought in many of the items in his 
presentation tonight. He reported that he would be 
talking about them at that time. 


Mike Shaw brought in his Stonewall Jackson medal. 
The medal was struck in France to honor General 
Stonewall Jackson and was the only medal 
commissioned by the Confederate States of America. 
Jackson died from pneumonia after being 
accidentally shot by friendly fire at the Battle of 
Chancellorsville in 1863. 

Larry Baber had just returned from the ANA 
National Money Show in Atlanta, Georgia. He 
reported that he has been trying for a few years to 
obtain a very rare piece of Swedish plate money 
from a gentlemen who lived somewhat close to 


Atlanta. He made arrangements to meet with that 
person and he purchased it. It is a 2-daler piece 
dated 1713, which was revalued in 1718 to 3 dalers. 
It is one of only four known of that date. He was 
also given the auction catalog from 1928 in which 
the item was featured and sold. Larry also said he 
got to see the recent large gold coins find from 
Northern California at the ANA show and reported 
that there was always a crowd around the display. 
Coin dealer Don Kagin has the items on 
consignment from the finders. The U.S. Mint may 
be getting in on the act because the coins may have 
stolen from the San Francisco mint in 1901. 


We broke to enjoy the large cake brought in by 
Diane Barbieri and reconvened for Jim Wells’ talk. 
Jim provided a clever Power-Point presentation on 
the money issued during the Civil War, complete 
with recordings of several period patriotic songs. He 
had many examples of paper money and postage 
stamps issued by the Confederate Union and many 
notes issued by the individual states. He reported 
that Confederate notes had no value for many years 
but they are now getting more recognition so the 
market prices have risen a lot. 


Drawing coins were won by Dorothy Baber, Ellen 
Hunt, Bill Perrin (2), Dave Jones (2), Ginny, Fred 
Myers (2) and E. T. Perry.

SOME FACTS ABOUT US LIFESAVING 
MEDALS 


1. Lifesaving awards have been issued officially by 
the US Government since the late 1850’s. 


2. Different medals were issued to foreigners for 
saving Americans and to Americans for saving either 
foreigners or fellow Americans. 


3. In addition to US Government awards, many, 
many other states, counties, and municipalities have 
issued lifesaving awards. 


4. Many private organizations also issued lifesaving 
awards. Perhaps the best known is the Carnegie 
Hero Foundation, which has issued thousands of 
medals in gold, silver, and bronze, in the last 110 
years. 


5. In many (not all) cases, details of the lifesaving 
action can be found in organizational files, or in 
local newspapers of the time. The Carnegie Hero 
Fund has extensive files for each of the actions that 
they awarded a medal. Extracts can be found on- 
line.

are bronze, silver and gold. Many are scarce.

as made into something else — actually two Maria 
Theresia talers from Austria that were hollowed out 
and joined with tiny hinges to serve as a picture 
frame. He also brought in the 18" Century edition of 
the Standard Catalogue of Coins (Krause-Mishler) 
and bookmarked pages depicting Maria Theresia 
portrait coins and Catherine the Great portrait coins, 
plus a book cataloguing Russian copper coins. He 
displayed uncirculated and proof Maria Theresia 
taler restrikes, plus one that was chopmarked for use 
in the orient. He also brought in a number of 
Russian Copper coins from the reign of Catherine 
the Great. One had been recoined twice — first from 


a 5 Kopek to a 10 Kopek (in 1762), then back to a 5 
Kopek. 


Mike Shaw brought in a large assortment of Boston 
public school and Peabody school awards — 
scholastic awards given to girls with high marks. 
These were of various designs and sizes and were 
beautifully engraved with the recipient’s name and 
year of award. All were silver except for two large 
Peabody awards in bronze. 


Kay Lenker presented her talk on Catherine the 
Great and Maria Theresia, two famous woman 
rulers. Maria Theresia died in 1780 but because she 
was so beloved, her coins are still issued today with 
the date 1780 on them. Kay presented the history of 
both rulers and said that she received “Best-of- 
Show” awards from her exhibits featuring these 
women. Maria Theresia had 16 children and the last 
was the future Marie Antoinette, Queen of France. 
Both women worked to establish charities and 
improve the living standards of the peasants, and 
brought peace to their countries. Catherine the Great 
was a German princess who was married off to Tsar 
Peter III, who was a very weak-minded and 
immature man. He turned the Russian population 
against him by cozying up too much with the 
Germans. Yet, Catherine had become so Russian 


she was much preferred as ruler to her husband, so 
was chosen to succeed him. 


We broke for refreshments served by Kay: 
strawberry shortcake and whipped cream.

SHOW & TELL — Terry Higgins purchased the 
newly released “Baseball dollar” from Ted Koopman 
at Coinarama. The coin has a convex obverse and a 
concave reverse just like a real baseball mitt. Terry 
was overjoyed to get it. 


Mike Shaw brought in one full-sized and one 
miniature of the Persian Order of the Lion and Sun. 
The medals were first awarded in 1808 to foreigners 
and then to deserving Persians as well. The program 
was discontinued in 1979 after the Shah was 
overthrown by the Ayatollah. Mike prefers the 
country-made dies from the Thirties over the more 
sophisticated medals made by various jewelers 
because they have more “personality”. 


Ken Berger brought in many pieces of colonial 
currency issued by the various states or colonies 
before 1776. The word “dollar” was first used on 
paper money issued by Maryland. Several of his 
notes were repaired with needle and thread or by 
pieces of newsprint glued over the holes to make the 
note stronger. Ken pointed out that the newsprint 
could still be read, He had notes from almost all the 
colonies. His note from New Hampshire was a 
Cohen reprint because of the scarcity of notes from 
New Hampshire. Somehow, Mr. Cohen was able to 
purchase the plates used in the making of the original 
notes and he re-issued them.

SPEAKER: JEFF LEWIS 
“EMPEROR MAXIMILIAN OF MEXICO” 
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-MINUTES OF THE MEETING HELD ON 
SEPTEMBER 2, 2014 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 
6:15 pm and led us in the Pledge to the Flag. We 
had 17 members present and one guest, Jeff Lewis. 
Because the minutes had been published in the 
Bulletin, the president moved ahead and had 
Treasurer Ken Spindler give his reports. Ken gave 2 
reports, one for July and one for August. The final 
balance is $1,672.88. 


Ginny Bourke reported that the CSNA coin show 
will be on November 22 & 23 at the Airport Holiday 
Inn located in Long Beach. 


Kay Lenker reported that the Golden State Coin 
Show had two gold coin drawing winners from San 
Diego - herself and Ginny Bourke. Each won a 2- 
1/2 peso gold coin. Ken Spindler added that there 


were only 4 competitive exhibits, and Kay won first 
place with her 2-case exhibit “Wife Buying Money - 
Bride Price,” which contained many large and 
impressive types of primitive money from around the 
world. 


Mike Shaw reminded all that he will not be editing 
and sending out the club bulletin after the issue for 
December 2014, which will be sent out in late 
November. President Dave is asking for a volunteer. 
Mike will help whoever it is to get started. 


Under new business, the president asked where we 
want to have our January installation dinner. 
Everyone liked Marie Callender’s in La Mesa last 
year, so Ken Spindler will reserve the date of Jan. 6, 
2015 (first Tuesday) for us if it is available. 


Mike Shaw also mentioned that it is election time for 
the 2015 club officers. Jim Hunt reported that Greg 
Knox has agreed to run for the position of Vice 
President. Diane Barbieri and Ginny will share the 
duties of Secretary and raffle coins. Ken Spindler 
will stay on as Treasurer. Dave said he has someone 
in mind who he will approach to run for President, 
but he can stay on as President if necessary. If Greg 
is elected VP, we will need to replace him on the 
Board. We will also need to sign up new 3-year 
Board Members. 


Jim Hunt reported on the recent ANA Convention in 
Chicago. He noted that the dealers were not too 
happy with the way the U.S. Mint caused much 
confusion and tension by the way they released the 
gold Kennedy half dollars there. Several dealers had 
bussed in many hundreds of non-collectors, who not 
only camped outside overnight, but they added to the 
general confusion inside. The aisles were crowded 
with many people just standing in line, and not 
shopping, so one could not see around the floor. 
Most of the money brought to the show seemed to 
have been spent with the U.S. Mint and not with the 
dealers. Jim was also disappointed with the Judge's 
medal he was given. Last year’s medal was very 
nice and this year’s looked pretty cheap to Jim. 
ANA will be in Anaheim in 2016. Jim reported that 
Numismatic News has discontinued their 
“Numismatic Ambassador” program, which is 
unfortunate. He asked how many San Diego 
Ambassadors were present, and there were 4 of us. 
Bob Fritsch is also an Ambassador. 

Dorothy Baber showed off her newest award. The 
ANA presented her with a plaque for her 
“Exemplary Service” for the many years she worked 
for them as a volunteer. She also brought the write 
up of the award published in “The Numismatist”. 


SHOW & TELL - Mike Shaw brought in several 
high-grade Maximilian numismatic items including a 


silver peso, a gold 20 peso, a medal presented to 
deserving soldiers who served under Maximilian, 
and a "white metal" medal issued after his death. 
Jim Hunt brought an assortment of high-grade silver 
8 reales and peso coins issued in Mexico, beginning 
with Spanish King Ferdinand VII, the empires of 
Iturbide and Maximilian, the Republic, through the 
last crown size silver peso, the "Caballito," issued by 
Estados Unidos de Mexico. 

Ken Spindler brought in his type collection of copper 
and silver coins of Maximilian. He further collects 
them by mints, and has examples of almost every 
type and mint. He also brought in two reference 
books covering the Maximilian coinage and 
proclamation medals. 

Jim Wells brought in his Numismatic Literary Guild 
award for an article he wrote in 2012. He was given 
the award in 2013 and it finally arrived in 2014. He 
also received his ANA 60-year membership pin. 
The ANA had discontinued the program 3 years ago 
but recently decided to reinstate it. 


Speaker Jeff Lewis brought in his copy of the 1976 
Guthrie-Bothamley auction catalog of Mexican 
Revolution coinage that became a standard reference 
book, and a very impressive comprehensive set of 3 
heavy volumes on the same subject, that was 
published recently by Carlos Amaya. Jeff used 
Power-Point to highlight his presentation and passed 


around a token and seven different coins issued 
during the reign of Maximilian, including a 20 peso 
gold coin. The silver 50-centavo coin had a 
particularly low mintage. Jeff explained that 
Maximilian was an Austrian prince who was 
installed as Emperor on behalf of the French, after an 
invasion they got away with partly because the US 
was preoccupied by the Civil War. He was popular 
with the landed people, but the poor people rallied 
behind Benito Juarez who eventually defeated 
Maximilian and had him shot just to eliminate the 
potential competition, not that he was a bad guy. For 
the coins of Maximilian’s reign, the Mexican eagle 
wears a crown on the 1, 5 and 10 centavos coins, and 
the imperial crown is featured above the cartouche 
on the 50 centavos, one peso, and 20 peso coins. 


The president announced that Dave Corcoran will 
take over the Board Member duties replacing Greg 
Knox. 


Refreshments tonight were furnished by Bob Fritsch. 
Winners of the drawing coins were E.T. Perry, Terry 
Higgins, Dave Corcoran (2), Diane Barbieri, Ken 
Spindler, Ralph Munoz, Ellen Hunt, Bill Perrin, and 
Jeff Lewis. 

Jim Hunt announced that his program in October 
will be “A View of the Changing Numismatic 
Hobby”. 


The meeting was adjourned at 7:45 pm.

MINUTES OCTOBER 7, 2014 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order 
at 6:15 p.m. and led the Pledge to the flag. Ken 
Spindler presented his Treasurer’s report. Our balance 
at the close of September 2014 was $1,644.10. 


Bank of America, which holds both our checking 
account and the Council's checking account, just wrote 
to us that beginning in December 2014 it is going to 
start charging a monthly $16 fee for any account that 
drops below a $3000 minimum balance. Ken called to 
ask them to continue to grandfather us in at no fee, but 
the bank declined and said they are systematically 
eliminating all of the old exemptions and it doesn't 
matter to them that we are a legal nonprofit. 


Ken pointed out to the club that he is also 
Treasurer of the Council, and suggested as a last resort 
combining SDNS's money with the Council's money, 
which is always over $3000. He would, of course, keep 


2 separate accounts so that we would always know 
what the respective balances are. 


Jim Hunt suggested he first look into transferring 
to a bank friendlier to nonprofits, like Wells Fargo ora 
credit union. Jim reported that several years ago he 
had trouble with Bank of America charging a fee, and 
that they are inflexible and he would never bank with 
them again. Ken will report back in November. 
Nominations were opened for new officers for 2015. 


Chris Dinanno was nominated for Vice President 
and he accepted the nomination. Dave Jones is willing 
to continue as President if no one else volunteers, and 
they didn't. Ginny and Diane Barbieri are willing to 
continue to work jointly as Secretary, and Ken Spindler 
will continue as Treasurer. Jim Hunt will replace Chris 
Dinanno on the Board, and Ellen Hunt and Dorothy 
Baber will serve in the 3-year term slots on the Board 
along with Jim. Dave Corcoran agreed to serve as a 
2-year Board member. 


Ginny said she will try her hand at printing the 
club bulletin, taking over from Mike Shaw, who has now 
been Editor for 5 years, doing an excellent job. She will 
start in November with Mike's assistance for transition. | 


The president reminded all that the November 
meeting will be a donation auction, and suggested that 
it consist of numismatic-related material only, as this 
was very successful in the past. All agreed. 


The December meeting will be a potluck dinner. 
Ken Spindler will make a large homemade lasagna, and 
President Dave will buy chicken. Terry Higgins will 
provide a chocolate cake, and other members are to 
provide dishes to complement this menu. 


Jim Hunt announced that he needs someone to provide 
refreshments at the November meeting. Ralph Munoz 
said that he will bring them. 


Ken Spindler said he will make reservations at 
Marie Callender’s Restaurant in La Mesa for us, as well 
as for the International club. Jim Wells will be our 
speaker at the Installation Dinner. His topic will be 
Numismatics of World's Fairs, especially the Panama- 
California Exposition held in San Diego in 1915. 


Show & Tell — Mike Shaw just recently 
purchased the first medal issued in the State of 
California and only one of three known, featuring Henry 
Clay. It was issued to commemorate his death in 1852. 


Ken Spindler purchased a 1948 catalog of foreign 
coins for cheap on eBay. The coin values were all very 
low - as low as Y2¢! 


Featured speaker, Jim Hunt, gave a talk entitled 
“A View of the Changing Numismatic Hobby.” He 
covered the beginnings of coin collecting from ancient 
times to today. 


He noted that over the last 8 decades the hobby 
seemed to slow down, only to bounce back with the 
minting of proof sets, commemorative coins, and State 

quarters and other enticements. He said along the way, 
informative books, coin grading companies, and better 
storage for the coins have all helped to make the hobby 
more popular and contributed to the formation of many 
coin collector clubs.
